white house coolness, the farm bloc drive for enactment of 
the new "Dawes plan" of agriculture relief moved forward to- 
day with the senate opening debate on amendments to the 
McNary-Haugen crop export bill. 


The "economically sound" plan, sponsored by Vice Presi- 


dent Dawes, came under direct consideration when Senator 
McNary, republican, of Oregon, proposed amendments revis- 
ing his 'original bill. The amendments would carry out the 
Dawes plan of creating a $175,000,000 export corporation .for 
selling surplus crops, abroad, with the farmers financing it 
thror-rh an equalization fee payable as they market their 
crops.

Review* Term* 


The terms of the proposed relief 
bill, GootMng added, have been much 
discussed and often denounced but 
are not generally understood. Briefly 
the bill, he said would:: 
1. Create a farmers' corporation 
to sell surplus crops in wheat, corn, 
oats and cotton abroad, thus; 


2. Raising- American market prices 
on farm products to the level of 
the American tariff wall; with 


3. Farmers paying: for the cost 


of operating" the export corporation 
by an equalization fee levied on 
every bushel 
of 
grain 
Bold 
in 
America. 


The plan would include livestock 
too, Gooding said, but its principal 
benefits would apply to the Wh**t, 
corn and cotton crops. The export 
corporation would be managed by 
a board of twelve members, to be 
appointed by the president, one for 
each federal reserve district. 
Far- 
mers oganizations would nominate 
three men from' each district anil 
the president would have to select 
the board from this list. 


As a practical instance of the 
operation of the 
"Dawes 
plan " 
Goodlng said, it probably would in- 
crease the price paid farmers for 
their wheat crops about 35 cents a 
bushel. Its operation would be as 
follows: 


f£xplaini Operation 


"If the* total wheat crop were 800,- 


000,000 bushels and the domestic 
demand only 
600,000,000 
bushels 
then 200,00,000 bushels would have 
to be exported. 
Under the law of 
supply and demand" and protected 
by the 42 cents a bushel tariff on 
wheat, the 600,000,000 bushels would 
sell in the Amerlan market for about 
40 cents more than the world price 
on wheat. 
Consequently, when the 


200,000.000 bushels were sold abroad, 
the corporation, by buying at the 
American price and selling at the 
world price, would lose 40 cents a 
bushel or $80,000,000. 
This would 


be distributed over the whole 800,- 
000,000 bushels by the equalization 
fee. 


"The fee on this particular crop 


would be 10 cents a bushel. Every 
farmer, when selling his wheat crop 
to the miller, would pay the 10 cents 
a bushel fee, the total—$80,000,000— 
being returned to the export cor- 
poration. This would leave the far- 
mer about 30 cents more for each 
bushel than he would have received 
had he dumped It as In the past Into 
a over-supplied American market 
governed by the world price on 
wheat."

MILES OF 


Right of Way For Vehicles 


Approaching From Right 


Is Not Invariable. 


Affirm Judgment Secured By 


Driver As Result Of 
Intersection Crash. 


Rules of the road 'governing au- 


tomobile drivers are judicially en- 
nunclated by the state Supreme 
court in a decision announced Tues- 
day affirming a *!75 Judguent se- 
cured In Lancaster county by Ecce 
H. Thrapp against Isaac N. Meyers 
for damage to the former's truck in 
•olllding at right angles with a 
touring car driven by the latter, at 
a country crossing. 


Although 'Meyers approached the 


intersection from the 
right 
and 


theoretically had the right of way 
over Thrapp. the high bench In an 
opinion by District Judge Redlck 
holds that this fact by Itself did not1 
relieve Meyers from liability for 
damages If he were at fault other- 
wise. 


"We think a verdict for either 
party would have been sustained by 
the evidence," says 
the 
opinion, 


"and the jury haMng found for the 
plaintiff we are not justified In 
disturbing its verdict." 


Obligations of Drivers- 
In Its pronouncement, the Su- 


preme court outlines the following 
rules which It says automobllists 
are bound to observe on the high- 
ways: 
"1. Drivers must look and lis- 


ten for the approach of other ve- 
hicles, at such point as they may be 
seen or heard. 


''2. He must have his car under 


such reasonable control as to avoid 
accidents which might have been 
foreseen by the exercise of ordin- 
ary care. 
"3. 'Upon approaching a highway 


intersection, It is the duty of the 
driver of an automobile to look to 
the right and left for approaching 
vehicles. 


"4. The driver of an automobile, 


upon reaching an intersection, has 
the right of way over vehicles ap- 
proaching on his left, and may or- 
dinarily proceed to cross; but 
If 


the situation is such as to indicate 
to the mind of an ordinarily pru- 
dent person in his position that to 
proceed would probably result In a 
collision, then he should exercise 
ordinary care to prevent accident, 
even to the extent of waiving his 
right." 
V 


Was Driving Too Fast. 
In this instance, testimony was 


ntroduced at the trial showing that 
Meyers was going so fast when he 
entered the Intersection that 
he 


could not stop in time to avoid an 
mpact with Thrapp's truck, and so 
tried to. speed up and pass ahead 
of it, but failed to get past in time. 
Both vehicles were ditched. 
Meyers admitted that he saw 
Thrapp's vehicle when It was 80 to 
00 yards distant from the crossing 
of the roads. Thrapp testified that 
ic looked ahead and to each side, 
but failed to see Meyers' car until 
ust before the collision. He de- 
clared on the witness stand that 
Mevers was "groins like a streak." 


The court refused to adopt Mey- 


ers' suggestion that failure by a 
driver to look and listen as care- 
ully at a road Intersection as he 
vould be expected to at a railroad 
crossing should be regarued as a 
bar to recovery of damages for ac- 
cident. It points out that trains 
un at high speed on fixed route 
and cannot ' be readily 
stopped, 


whereas automobiles arc subject to 
quick control of speed and have 
comparative liberty of movement.

Viewed In connection with recent election result*. 


the lowm .enatorla.1 primary Monday, resulting in 
the nomination of Smith Brookhart by a wide margin, 
may lx> taken a* an indication that the administration 
ha* run he»do» into the Ions-threatening political 
etorpi. 


The Iowa outcome w*s a protest vote. 
Every farmer and every laborer, who had or felt 


he had a grievance against the administration,, cast 
his ballot for the ousted Brookhart. The distinguished 
and yenerable figure of Senator Cummins, who has 
represented .low* for so many years in the United 
States senate. w»* but an Incident. Any man bear- 
ing ttoe stamp of the Coolldge administration, and 
closely identified with It, would have gone to defeat. 
Me. Cummins had to carry the burden of representing 
at present an unpopular cause in a state more com- 
pletely <H»»a.a«fled and discontented than any com- 
monwealth to the agricultural section. 


To gauge the full sweep of this backwash against 


'he present tenders of the republican party, it is 
only necessary to refer to the recent primaries. There 
was Senator 
"William McKmley of Illinois. He had 


served twenty-fiTT years in congress. 
Throughout 


his long career he had been regular and against his 
own personal desires and judgement, he followed 
Mr. Coolldge in support of the world court. He was 
defeated oyerwhelmingly. Then came Senator Stan- 
field of Oregon, another administration senator, and 
although there were other factors in the Oregon 
contest, his defeat was charged against the president. 
In Pennsylvania, the lines were unmlstakeably drawn. 
Senator Pepper,, who was beaten by Vare, had the 
full strength of the Coolidge forces behind him. 
Secretary Mellon, regarded as the closest friend and 
the apokesman for -the White House, made a trip to 
Pennsylvania to speak in behalf of the Pepper can- 
didacy. But it was fut'le. 
Climaxing all of this is 


the Cummins defeat, for the Iowa senator likewise 
represented Mr. Coolldge in this contest. 
These 


primary contests are fairly representative of the 
entire country- One reflected the voice of the Pacific 
coast, another the Atlantic seaboard and two the 
Central West. 


Brookhart's triumph in Iowa is a victory for an- 


other "promises." 
- During the few years Mr. Brookhart has been in 
the public eye, he lias accomplished nothing to merit 
or command attention. He has been a very excellent 
example of the peculiar type of "statesman" the direct 
primary has de-velop«d in recent years, who gain 
political preferment by extravagant and meaningless 
promises. The tactics which he employed In this suc- 
cessful fight, which he made against Cummins, •( ere a 
djU plicate of the methods he has used throughout his 
political caa-eer. They are mainly hypothecated upon 
"promisee" and not performance: For Illustration there 
was the case of farm relief legislation. Senator Cum- 
mins wa* supporting the, identical bill demanded by 
Iowa interests. The most able and scholarly speech 
delivered in the senate In advocacy of the Haugen 
measure *as given by Cummins. And yet Brook- 
hart repeatedly told the Iowa, voters that hope for 
farm relief legislation rested entirely upon his can- 
didacy- 


The Brookhart victory can only be interpreted to 


mean that ability and brains mean nothing in these 
agarlan states. In mentl equipment there is no com- 
parison between Cummins and Brookhart. The former 
is one of the most able, the most experienced, the most 
Intelligent and distinguished, the most honored and 
respected members of the United States senate. He 
was recognized as a man with the courage of his 
convictions.. 
Brookhart was, a second-rater ev»n 


among his own associates. He lacked the baJanc.. 
to inspire the respect of those with whom he trained in 
the senate. He tvas a nonenlty so far as results go — 
impotent and incapable. 
He won because he wae 


willing to promise anything, regardless of economic 
and natural law,, 
o 
• 
• 


The lonn election very accurately reflects the 


economic conditions in that state. 


In 1*24, luwa gave Calvin Coolidge an overwhelm- 


ing vote. It selected, Stcck, a democrat, over Brook- 
hurt. 
It was overwhelmingly conservative. 
A few 


months later the storm, which had visited other sec- 
tion* of the agricultural belt, broke. 
Banks failed. 


Business and Industry suffered severely. Farm land 
values depreciated to half their former figure. Through- 
out 1925, conditions became more Intensified and 
acute, notwithstanding that most sections of the 
country were enjoying a fair measure of prosperity.

Indeed, 
if any difference exists In natural qualification for that 
work It Is probably In favor of the women. 


In the commercial world there are women who 


have pushed themselves t» the front either as man- 
agera of their 
own enterprisea or as department 


heads, executive assistants, and secretaries In other 
establishments. Lincoln has a number of such women 
occupying important positions and doing as good 
work as, men would In the same Jobs, who enjoy 
substantial Incomes. Their prototypes will be found 
in every city throughout the country. 


It is still true that in lower grades of business 


service women are customarily paid less than men. 
This Is due in large part to the fact that the men are 
usually breadwinners of families, while a large pro- 
portion of the women who work for wages are merely 
nlllng' temporarily until they marry and establish 
homes, or to eke out the Incomes of their husbands. 
They get'less than men in the same lines of employ- 
ment simply because they are willing to work for 
less.

The trend of the times, however, is toward equal 


pay for equal' work, regardless of sex. A woman who 
?oes in for a particular occupation as her life work, 
and sticks to it, will ordinarily find, if she be capable 
ind industrious, that her worth is recognized and that 
the contents of her pay envelope w.ill increase a» she 
gains experience.

the matter of seizure of Hohenzollern estates was 
to be settled.

of the German people to seize the property of the 
ex-kaiser.

It may be the turning point in the public career of 


the'former leader of the German armies. 
The op- 


position to Von Hindenburg made the-most of his 
devotion to the royal family in the campaign which 
resulted in his election It being represented that Von 
Hindenburg would prove a monarchial threat to 
democracy. 
No such 'fears ever materialized. 
His 


administration In Germany has been conspicuous for 
its devotion 
to republican Ideals and has aroused 


the utmost admiration of foreign countries. 


The Issue involved In the plebiscite is too complica- 


ted for people outside Germany. 


Von Hindenburg takes* the position that property 


rights are being violated by the threatened seizure. 
Such would be the case ordinarily. But the socialists 
and social democrats in Germany deny the ex-Kaiser's 
interest's in the royal estates amounted to a property 
right. 
When the monarchy wag overthrown and 


the republic was established, the lands and other 
property of the crowned head reverted to the state, 
they claim. Precedent, in the absence of revolution, 
would seem to establish the soundness of Von Hlnden- 
burg's views. It Is purely a question for the German 
people but one of the gravest consequence to them.

He wa*> 
convicted of stealing one car and 
later abandoning- it in favor 'of a 
different automobile. 


Five Month* in Trenches. 
Sawyer told the 
board how he 
nerved five months straight In tbc 
front !ln« trenches during the war. 
After that, he said, he "grot into 
trouble" and was charged with the 
theft of some government bonds and 
assault with Intent to kill. When he 
was taken before the judge advo- 
cate at Brest, Sawyer ' flew off the 
handle" and attempted to escape 
He struck an army colonel in the 
face while attempting to get out, 
he1 said. 
Court-tnartiaied. he was 
sentenced to five years at Leaven- 
worth, and served his time. 
Mrs. McQlasson appeared before 
the board later asking that Sawyer 
be given a chance. 
She said his 
physical condition—which is poor 
due to his injuries received in the 
war-^-demanded that he be released 
She "is a member of the American 
Legion auxiliary, she said, but was 
not appearing In behalf of any or- 
ganization. County Attorney Mat- 
son has written to the board saying 
the man had many good qualities 
Frank Caldwell, 59, who Is serving 
a sentence of 1 to' 5 years for as- 
sault with Intent to kill, appeared 
for the third time asking a parole.
